* Wind notorious Malefactors. And therefore we find in the Ec- 

„ McGaftical Hiſtory, that albeit St. Paul ſuffered Martyrdom at 

1 Rome, as weil as St. Peter, yet they could not crucifie St. Paul, 

he being a Roman, had the Privilege of a Gentleman, and was

ſteemed a bale Fellow, and ſo crucified as was his Maſter. 
That which made this Death the more ſhameful and igno-

Now for a Man to be ſcourged, is a foul Diſgrace, a vile 
n {Wd ſervile Puniſnment, not to be offer'd ro any but to Boade 
ves ; and therefore he in the Comedy ſays in grear diſdain, 
nis 2 Liber ſum.

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This is a Parricide ſo heinous, ſo horrible, that it candor be 
alle['d by all the Murthers that ever were committed ſince the 
World began, but only in the Murther of Chriſt. And indeed, the 

Providence of God gave me firſt occaſion to inſtitute this Pa- 
rallel : For that Day that our gracious Sovereign was murther d, 
being the 3oth of Fanuary, a Day for ever to be noted with a 
black Coal, as his Majeſty was at divine Service, before he 
was led forth unto the Scaffold, the Chapter that was read un- 

0 bim, was the 27th of St. Matthew 's Goſpel, which contains 
the Paſſion of Chrift : And thar Chapter was read, not by 
Choice, but by the Direction of the Rubrick, it being the 
Leſſon appointed for that Day: So that we could not but con- 
ceive, the Murrher then to be acted, was like unto that which 
in the Chapter is deſcrib'd. And indced, you will find it very 
like unto it, if you will bur confider the three Circumſtances 
which I before obſerv'd in my Text; the Dignity of the Per- = 
fon murther'd, the kind of Death that he ſuffer'd, aud the 
Quality of the Murtherers. e

The Perſon that was now murther d, Was not the Lord of 
Glory, bur a glorious Lord, Chrift's own Vicar, his Lieutenant 
and Vicegerent here on Earth, within his Dominions : And 
therefore by all Laws divine and humane, be was privileg'd 
from any Puniſhment that could be infficted by Man. MEE ESA 

Albeit he was an Inferiour to Chriſt, as Man is unto. Gd. 
the-Creature unto the immortal Creator; yet was his Priyilege * 
of Inviolability far more clear than was Chriſi's. For, -Chriſt - 
was not a Temporal Prince, his Kingdom was: not of this. 
World: And therefore when he vouchſafed ro come into the 
World, and to become the Son of Man, he did fubje& hinifelf 
unto the Law; He, who only could chooſe when to be born; 
made choice of that time, when there was a Decree. for tax- 
ing all the World, that ſo ſoon as he was born, he might be 
enrolled a Subject unto Ceſar : He liv'd as a Subject, paid 
Tribute unto Ceſar, Luke 2. 1, he ſubmitted unto Pilates Jus 
tiſdiction, acknowledging that he had Power given him from 
above, 7ohn 19. 11. N 

But our gracious Sovereign was well known to be a Tem- 
poral Prince, a free Monarch and their undoubted Sovereign, 
to whom they did all owe, and had ſworn Allegiance; and 
therefore he could not be judged by any. Power on Earth. He 
diſclaimed their Authority, as he well might ; for they bad no 
Power at all over any, much leſs over him: And what Power I 
they uſurped was not de ſuper, as Pilate's; but de ſub- w_ 
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ter, from beneath, even from the Angel of the bottomle(; 


Pit, whoſe Name is Abaddon : For, as he ſeeks the Deſtructi. 
on of all Men, ſo eſpecially of Kings; Becauſe by their Go. 
vernment, Peace is preſerved, Juftice executed, and Religion 


maintained. But from above they had no Power: For God 


never-gave unto the People Power over their King; as is evi. 
dent by Scripture, by the Law of Nature and Nations, by the 
known Laws of England, by clear and undeniable Reaſons, aud 
by the conftant Doctrine and Practice of the True, Ancient 
and Catholick Church; as were eafie for me to ſhew, if time 
would permit. And yet thoſe monſtrous Traitors, have lacti- 
Jegiouſly invaded God's Throne, and uſurped his Office, whole 
Peculiar ir is ro be Judge of Kings; and ſo have ventured 10 
Try, judge, Condemn, and Execute their King, in deſpite 
of all Law, Reaſon, Religion, Nature, and God himſelf. 4 
it is in the Parable of Fotham, they have advanced the Bram- 
ble above the Cedar of Lebanus, while they ſer the People, even 
the baſeſt of the People, on the Bench, and placed the Kinga 
Priſoner at the Bar.

And at 
they are worle than Fews, ſo they are worſe then Pagans : Fot 
Tully pleading before Ceſar, for Diotarus King of Galatia, ab 
beit he was but a tributary King, yet he doth challenge that 
Privilege unto him; laying, Ira inuſitatum eſt, Regem capiti 
reum #ſſe, ut ante hoc tempus ſit inauditum. For a King to b. 
guilty of Death, . ſuch a thing as hath not been heard of. And 


s thiy are worle than Fews and Pagans ; ſo they are even worle 


than Devils; for the Devils never riſe up againft their Prince, 
thovgh he be as bad as can be: But the Puritans rage again} 
Their King, be he never ſo good; as indeed, our gractont

govereigo was the beſt of Kings. Never was there yet any 
Prince that lat upon a Throne, who was beyond him for Piety 
and Prudence; fur all Heroical and Chriſtian Graces. Bur 
here I dare not venture to praiſe Him, left” coming ſhorty. I 
may ſeem to wrovg Him: That is a Theme fitter for the 
Tongues of Angels, than of Men: And therefore, as Appelles

When our Saviour was at Feruſalem, the Phariſees ſtirred up

So when the King was at V/-ſtminſter, Tumults were 
raiſed, Stones and Blaſphemies caſt out againſt him, that he 
was fain to remove from thence, and then they cried out a. 
gainſt him for deſerting his Parliament, though it was the rbing 
they moſt deſired; and they knew very well tha: he would 


have been glad ro be with his Parliament. as He often offered, 
If he could have been there with any Safety. 


Being thus forced to retire from London, they ſeized all hi

11,] So Was 
our Sovereign te jected by his own People; they would not own 
bim for their King; but diſclaimed his Authority, and yielded 
their Service uuco his Enemies; And as the Jews [denied 
the Holy Ode, and the Juſt, and defired a Murtherer to be 
granted to them, As 3. 14.] So they denied their holy and 
rightcous King, and deſired the Parliament might rule over 
them, : Io this, they preferred Robbers and Murtherers, worſe 
than Barabbas, choofing rather to live in Bondage, under their 
Iron Yoke 3 than to enjoy the Liberty of Subjects, under the 
peaceable Government of a moſt gracious King. As our Saviour 
was rejected by his own People g was he forſaken of his own 
Diſciples z when the time came th he was to make his Soul an 
Offering tor Sin, then one of his own Diſciples berray'd him, ano- 
ther deny d him, all forivok him, and left bim to tread the Wine» 
preſs alone: So when our Sovereign's Afflictions grew great, 
lome of his Servants betray'd him like Judas, others deny d him, 
and al moſt all lor ſook him; albeit they had got well by him, yer 
they were loath to ſuffer wich him. And, which was yer much 
worle, he was forcibly deprived of the Comfort of his deareſt 
Wiſe, his moſt ſweet and beloved Children, and for a long 
Time had none to converſe with, but Beafts more ſavage 
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than thoſe which did accompany our Saviour in the Wilder» © _ 


neſs. VVhen,Chrift was on the Croſs, one of the Thieves 
who was crucified with him, railed on him, becauſe he did nor 
relieve them: So when our Sovereiga was at Oxford, ſome + 
who ſuff-red wich him, upbraided bim, and added Grief td 
his afflicted Soul, even railing on him, becauſe he did not help 
them, when indeed he could not. As our Saviour was temp- 
ted; ſo was our Sovereign, tempted to Diſtruſt, to Perjury, 
to Sacrilege, ro Atheiſm; tempted to deny God, by farfaking 
bis Religion, and deftroying the Church, which his righreots 
Soul abhorred. As the Devil made great Proffers unto Chrift 
of all the Kingdoms of the VVorld, ſaying, All cheſe will J 
give thee, if thou wilt fall down and worſhip me, Mari 4. 9. 
So great Proffers were made to our Sovereign, that would 
make him a glorious King, if he would humble himſelf unto 
his Parliament, and worſhip the Idol which they had fer up. 
Beſides, his Soul was daily tortured. with the reiterated nnrea- 
ſonable Propoſitions, and inſolent Demands, as abſurd as thoſe 
which the Devil made unto Chriſt. 5

34+ ſo did our 
Sovereign pour out many devour Prayers for his Enem es 
which might ſerve to melt their Hearts, if rhey were not harder 
than the net her Mill ſtone. As Chriſt wept over FJeruſalen, 
Luke 19. 41. fo did our Sovereign weep over his three King.

So du- 
ring the time of our Sov-reign's Trial, there were frrange Signs 
ſeen in the Sky in divers Places of the Kingdom: Ard it was 
thovghr very prodigious, that when he ſuffered, the Ducks ſot- 
ſook their Pond at St: Fames's, and came as far as VVbitehall, 
fluttering about the Scaffold: So that our Sovereign might have 
ſaid unto his Murtherers, as it is in Fob 12 7. Ak theBeaſts and 
they will tell thee, and the Fowls of the Heaven, and they will in- 
fruct the, What an unnatural Murther ye are now commit- 

ung. W hen our Saviour ſuffered, the Centurion beholding his 

Paſſion, was convinced that he was the Son of God, and fear-. 
ed greatly, Matt. 27.54. So * one of the Cenmrious who:guare 
ded our Sovereign, bchoiding his moft Chriſtian, pious and ma- 

gnanimous Carriage, was convinced, and is to this day ſtricken 
with great Fear, Horror and Aſtoniſnment. When they bad 
crucified our Saviour, they parted his Garments amongſt them, 


and for his Coat, becauſe being without Seam it could not ea 


fly be divided, they did caſt Lots, John 19 23. Even fo: having 


crucified our Sovereign. they have parted his Garmemis among 


them, his Houſes and Furniture, his Parks and Revenues, his 


three Kingdoms; ard for Ireland, becauſe it will nor eaſily be 


gained, they have caſt Lors, who ſhould go thither a0 ee 
it, and ſo rake it ro themſelves.

Our Saviour was crucified by his own Nation: They cruci- 
fied the Lord of Gloy; they who were his Brethren and Kin- 
men according to the Fleſh: $0 "Pilate rold him, Thine own 
Nation hath delivered thee unto me, John 18 35. More varri- 
larly, the great C 2uncil couſulted againſt him, hired Judas:

to betray him, ſent Soldiers ro apprehend him, falſly accuſed 
and unjuſtly condema'd bim. 

The Great Council was"their High Court of Sanbedrim, 
which was their ſtanding Parliament. In it were many Mem- 
bers of divers Callings and Proſeſſions; ſome Prieſts and chief 
Prieſts; ſome Elders, and thoſe Lay- Elders; for as there wag 
a Parliament againft Chrift, ſo alſo a Presbyrery : Some Scribes 
and Lawyers who were Chair men, for they ſat in Moſer's 
Chair, They drew alſo into this Conſpiracy againft Chriſt 
Wicked Herodians, whom otherwiſe thoſe preciſe Fews could 
nor endure, - : : 
And were they not ſuch who murthered our Sovereign ? Hig 
own Nation, his Great Council the Parliament, the Presbytery, 
ſome Prieſts (bur they ate Jeroboam's Prieſts, of the baſeſt of 
the People,) ſome Scribes and Lawyers. And they drew into 
that Combination rao Wicked Herodians; that is, diſſembling 
Courtiers, and prophane Ruffians: And as pure as they \ ould 
ſeem to be, yet were they content to endure all their God damn 
ves to gain their Aſſiſtances for ro damn and condemn their 
Sovereign. | 
As Chrift's Enemies were of divers Profeſſions; ſo alſo of 
di vers Sects and Religions, ſome Phariſees, ſome Sadducees; ard 
thoſe were very oppoſite one againſt the other; yet both join d 
together agaiuſt Chriſt. To crucifie him, even Herod and Pi- 
late were made Friends: For (as the Apofties ſay) againſt 
thine only Son Feſus, both Herod and Pontius Pilate, with the 
Gentiles and People of Iſrael, were gathered together, Acts 4. 27. 
So the Enemies of our Sovereign were of divers Sects and 
Religions; ſome Papiſts, ſome Presbyterians, ſome Indepen- 
dents: And though they be at odds enough h- ween rhem- 
ſelves, their Heads are as far aſunder as Sampſon's Fixes; pet 
being linked by the Tails, they Baaded againit the Lord, and 
againſt his Anointed, 

The Papiſt may ſeem to bave little hand in hat Murther; 
yet they contributed very much unto it: For they raiſed 3 


woſt horrid and bloody Rebellion in Leland, aid moit falſly 


pretended the King's Commiſſion for ir; whereby they eras 
ged his other Subjects againſt him: They weakned his Forces 
there, deſtroy ing many who would have affiftzd their Sove- 
reign; and keeping others ſo buſie, tha they could not come 
to his Relief, They promiſed him great Aid; but when he 
dep-nded upon ir, they ut erly fail'd im- | 


The Presbyterians are de-ply imbrued with his Blood: For 


they aſſaulted h.m both in Erp/and and Scotland, deprived him

ebe Banner of that moſt renowned Lord, g he Lord Marquis of 
ha Montreſſe, the Glory of this Age, and Honour of this Nation; 
\& vi All chele being deducted it will appear, that it was the ſmalleſt. 
o Fart of that Nation, who acted Judas his Part, howſoever by 
at Crafr, they had got the Power into their own Hands, and uſed 
\ ebe Tongues of their fiery Preachers, to charm the diſconten- 
ben Ded People, from making any Oppoſition againſt their Pro- 
pan ceedings. And even theſe too, as infamous as they are, 
arts WY bare not diſhonoured their Nation more, than their Brethren 
aof England have done theirs.

Jews pretended a Law for killing of Chrift, ſaying unto Plate,

to die, John 19. 7. But they had no ſuch Law to produce. 50 
the Murtherers of our Sovereign labour to perſwade Strangers, 
that they acted according to the Laws of their own Land; but 
their Conſciences can tell them that they did it without Law, 
and quite contrary ro the Law of the Land, the Law of God, 
the Law of Nature and Nations. Chriſt was condemned, 
not by ay Rule of Law, but by the Vote of Parliamem: *

zbs asked the Queſtion, V bat think ye? They anfwered, He 5s 
guilty of Death, Mar. 26. 66. So was our Sovereign condemned 
by Vote. Cromwell the Caiphas, asked the reft, H/hat think 
x? And they all being pack'd by him, and choſen for-the Pur. 
ſe, anſwered, He ss worthy to die, In Chrifi's firſt Tryal 
ede great Council, his Enemies were his Judges; but in 
his ſecond Tryal, when he was Sentenced to Death, Pilate only 
was Judge, who was willing io have releaſed bim, and his Ene- 
mies were only his Accuſers. But in the whole Proceedings 
againſt our Sovereign, his Enemies were not only Accuſers and 
Parties, but alſo his Judges, the moſt profeſſed Enemies he 
bad, and the moſt detperare Traytors that ever the Sun did 
ſhine on; who had acted fo much Villany, that they could nor 
imagine any Safety for themſelves, unleſs he were deftroy'd, 
and all that belonged unto him. The Fews confeffed they had 
no Power of Life and Death, ſaying, Jt is not lawful for us to 
ut any Man to Death, John 18, 31. But that Yigh Court of 
Juſtice (as they term it} which was erected for his Majcfty's 
Tryal, had lefs Power; it was not Lawful for them to pur any 
Man to Death, much leſs their Sovereign · For the great Council 
of the Jews had ſome Power, being inſtituted by God himfelfy 
it was proper for them to judge of Blaſphemy, if they had 
judged aright 3 though Power of Life and Death was taken 
from them by the Roman Conquerour : But the Court that 
condemned our Sovereign, had no Power at all, neither is it 


any Court, as not being inſt ituted by any who had Authori- 


y. They did Honour themſelves, and ſo their Honour is 
nothing, Joln 8. 54. The great Council that condemned 
Chriſt; was rightly conſticuted of all irs Members, and un- 
der no Force: ſo was not the Council that condemned our 
Sovereign; for the better Part of it, the Houle of Lords, was 
wholly laid afide 3 and the Houſe of Commons often purged 3 


ſo that the tenth Man legally elected, was not preſent, And 
thoſe that were there, under ſuch a Force, that they muſt ſay; 


and do, as their Caiphas would have them. Chrift was allows 
ed to ſpeak for himſelf, and Pilate deſired him to make anſwer 
unto thoſe things they witneſſed againſt him, and marvelled 
greatly that he anſwered not, Mat. 27. 13, 14. But our So- 


vereign was not allowed to (ſpeak for himſelf, he was condemed 
before he was heard: Bꝛadſhaw and Cook. two fon] mouth- 


ed Dogs, interrupted him, and told him plainly, that the Court 


would not allow him to ſpeak, nor hear his Reaſons; for chey 
{do 149 


knew well that they were nor able to reſiſt th Wiſdom 
the Spirit by which he ſpake. So that their Proceedings were 


more illegal than the Proceedings of the Jews. FS 
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And as their Proceedings were more illegal, ſo in many 
things more cruel too. Chriſt's Followers were not barred 
from coming unto him: For his Mother ftood by the Crojs, 
and other Women of her Kindred 3 ſo did the beloved Diſci. 
ple, Fobn 19. 25. But our Sovereign was not allowed any of 
his Servants or Friends to attend him, during the time of bis 
Trial, and long be fore: He could not ſo much as obtain any of 
his Chaplains ro miniſter Ghoſtly Comforts unto bim; which 
(as be ſaid in his Book) was a greater Rigour and Berbarity than 
is ever uſed by Chriſtians to the meaneſt Priſoners and greateſi Ma. 
lefattors ; whom though the Juſtice of the Law deprive of worldly 
Comforts 3 yet the Mercy of Religion allows them the Benefic of 
their Clergy, as not aiming at once to deſtroy their Bodies, and to 
damn their Souls, Theſe Murtherers were more cruel : For 
having deprived him of all things elſe,they were even loth that 
he ſhould fave his Soul: And therefore as they denied him the 
Service of his Chaplains; ſo the Soldiers, by their rude and 
barbarous Carriage in his Chamber, did as much as they could, 
hinder his private Addreſſes unto God. A great Company of 
People and of Women bewailed and lamented Chriſt's Death, 
Luke 23. 27. withour any Check or Reproof : Bur Men could 
not expreſs any Sorrow for his Majeſty's Death, without the 
danger of their own Life: And when ſome filly Women wept 
bicrerly, ſeeing his Majeſty's Execution, they were mocked, 
threatned, and ſome of them beaten. The F-ws did not much 
trouble the Followers of Chriſt, before his Death; only the 
blind Man whom he cured, was excommunicated for confeſ- 
fivg him, and Lazarus was threatned, John 9, 35, 12,10. but 
none of them ſuffered : Yea, when they apprehentied our Sa- 
viour, they ſuffered his Diſciples to depart, as he himſelf deſi- 
fired, Chap. 18. 8. If ye ſeek me, let theſe go their way. Yea, 
and after Chriſt had ſuffered, they would nat have perſecuted 
his Followers, if they could have been ſilent: For at firſt the 
Council, only admoniſhed them not to ſpeak at all, nor preach in 
the Name of Feſus, Acts 4. 18, Bur theſe: Murtherers moft 
cruelly perſecuted all his Majeſty's Friends and Followers, put- 
ting many of them to death for their Loyalty, even in his Life. 
time, which much grieved his righteous Soul : And they cut 


off others after his Death: For his precious Blood was not ſuf- 
ficient to quench their Thirſt : As they :thirfed after Royal 
Blood, ſo allo after Loyal Blood. And berein they imitate the: 
Savage Tartars, who, when their Great Cham dies, they caſt 


many of bis ceareſt Fricpds tao the Grave after him. 
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When our Saviour was upon the Croſs, he commended his 
Mother to the beloved Dilciple, and that was not envied, nor 
the Diſciple queſtioned for ic, Fohn 19. 26. But when our So- 
vereign on the Scaffold commended thoſe who were neareſt un · 
to him, and deliver'd ſuch ſmall Tokens as were left him, unto 
one who was by, to be given unto them as the Pledges of his 
Love; that was envied, the Party queſtioned, and the Tokens 

| Wl taken from him. Our Saviour was not denied a Burial : For 
nwo bonourable Counſellors took a care of his Funeral; and 
me few, as malicious as they were, did not oppole it, only 
) Wl they defir'd a Watch to be ſer upon his Sepulcher, Chap. 19. 38, 
/ Wl 39. Bur our Sovereign was denied this Honour, though three 
0 WW honourable Counſellors begg'd his Body, to have buried it in 
the Sepulcher of his Fathers, they could not obtain it: Bur

bt The Jews could not endure to hear Chriſt magaified, after 
ey had crucified bim, and therefore they raged againft the 
olpel which contains the Hiftory of his Life. As much have 
ele Fews raged againſt his Maj-fty's Book, the Iſſue of his 
vine Soul, and laboured by all meaas to ſupprels it: But 
ty can no more obſcure his Glory that ſhineth in that Book, 
an they can obſcure the Sun in the Firmament. 
Finally, They are more malicious than the F-ws, becauſe 
committed this Parricide more directly agaiuft their 
owledge and Conſcience : For the Jews. did not cleatly 
dw that Jeſus was the Chriſt 3 they expecting a Meſſias to 
e with great Pomp and worldly Glory, were offended ar 
Baſeneſs of his Birth, and many of them ſeduced ro be- 
e that he was an Impoſtor.
